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EXECUTIVE  SUMMARY 


Population  projections  for  Alberta  and  its  17  health  regions  (1996  boundaries)  were 
developed  for  the  years  1996  to  2016.  For  the  first  time  the  Alberta  Health  Care 
Insurance  Plan  (AHCIP)  Registry  File  was  used  to  generate  a  base  population. 
Population  projections  were  developed  using  the  component  method  which  combines 
analyses  of  mortality,  fertility  and  migration.  Three  fertility,  one  mortality  and  three 
migration  projections  were  considered  resulting  in  nine  scenarios.  For  practical 
purposes,  this  report  provides  the  projection  results  for  a  single  scenario,  the 
combination  of  medium  mortality,  medium  fertility  and  high  migration  projections. 

Under  this  scenario,  the  Alberta  population  will  show  a  1 .6%  growth  rate  per  annum 
during  the  projection  period.  Although  all  regional  populations  follow  the  provincial 
pattern,  the  average  annual  growth  rate  will  differ  across  regions  with  a  projected  range 
of  0.4%  to  4.1%.  The  Alberta  age  structure  will  change  considerably  over  the  next  20 
years.  Specifically,  the  proportion  of  children  aged  0  to  14  will  decrease  and  the 
proportion  of  elderly  will  increase. 
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1.  INTRODUCTION 


Population  projections  at  the  regional  level  became  desirable  after  the  establishment  of 
regional  health  authorities  in  Alberta  in  1994.  This  report  presents  population 
projections  by  age  and  sex  for  each  health  region  and  for  Alberta  as  a  whole  from  1 997 
to  2016,  based  on  the  Alberta  Health  Care  Insurance  Plan  (AHCIP)  registry  population 
in  1996. 

The  current  projections  are  the  first  to  use  population  figures  from  the  AHCIP  Registry 
File  as  a  base  population  rather  than  Canadian  census  figures.  This  report  is  also  the 
first  for  which  an  electronic  copy  of  the  population  projections  for  use  on  personal 
computers  is  available. 

The  current  report  briefly  discusses  the  methodology  employed  in  the  projections.  A 
separate  report,  Population  Projections  for  Alberta  and  its  Health  Regions:  Models  and 
Methods,  provides  detailed  methodology. 


II.  DATA  AND  METHODS 
Data 

The  data  used  to  generate  population  projections  included: 

•  population  counts  derived  from  the  Alberta  Health  Care  Insurance  Plan 
Registry  File,  Alberta  Heath. 

•  birth  and  death  counts  obtained  from  the  Alberta  Vital  Registration  Files, 
Alberta  Vital  Statistics. 

•  projected  total  fertility  rates  and  the  number  of  net  migrants  for  Alberta  from 
1997  to  2016  from  the  Population  Projections  for  Canada,  Provinces  and 
Territories:  1993-2016,  Statistics  Canada  (George,  Norris,  Nault,  Loh  and 
Dai,  1994). 

Non-Alberta  residents  and  those  with  unknown  addresses  were  excluded  from  counts 
of  population,  births  and  deaths. 


Projection  Method 

The  cohort  component  method  is  the  most  widely  used  approach  for  regional 
population  projections  (Shryock,  Siegel  et  al,  1976).  In  the  component  method, 
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separate  projections  are  developed  for  fertility,  mortality  and  migration,  the  three  major 
components  of  population  growth. 

Briefly,  projections  are  derived  from  the  following  fundamental  equation:

where 

Pt      is  the  population  on  June  30  of  year  t, 
P^.i     is  the  population  on  June  30  of  year  t-1 , 

Bt.i,t    is  the  number  of  live  births  from  June  30  of  year  t-1  to  June  29  of  year  t, 

t    is  the  number  of  deaths  from  June  30  of  year  t-1  to  June  29  of  year  t,  and 
NM^  t  is  the  net  migration  from  June  30  of  year  t-1  to  June  29  of  year  t. 

To  obtain  the  future  population  of  a  region  by  age  and  sex,  the  projected  results  of  the 
three  components  (B,  D,  NM)  are  applied  to  a  base  year  population  (P)  for  the  region. 
Provincial  projections  are  then  created  as  the  sum  of  regional  projections. 

The  development  of  separate  projections  for  fertility,  mortality,  and  migration  allows  the 
examination  of  multiple  scenarios  for  future  population  growth,  each  incorporating 
different  assumptions.  In  the  current  analyses,  nine  scenarios  were  examined  which 
combined  three  fertility  projections,  one  mortality  projection  and  three  migration 
projections. 

Base  Population 

The  Alberta  Health  Care  Insurance  Plan  Registry  File  population  counts  as  of  June  30, 
1996  were  chosen  as  the  base  population  for  projections.  Figure  1  shows  the  ratios  by 
age  between  the  registry  and  census  based  population  at  the  provincial  level  in  1996. 
The  estimates  appear  to  be  in  good  agreement,  especially  at  the  very  youngest  and 
oldest  ages  where  there  has  traditionally  been  a  discrepancy.  No  adjustments  were 
applied  to  the  base  population  for  the  regions. 

The  Alberta  Health  Care  Insurance  Plan  Registry  File  allowed  the  generation  of  age 
and  sex-specific  population  counts  at  the  regional  level  from  1986  to  1996.  This  data,  in 
turn,  is  the  basis  for  trend  analyses  which  result  in  component  specific  projections  for 
fertility,  mortality  and  migration.

Fertility 


The  total  fertility  rate  (TFR)  for  Alberta  was  already  low  and  under  the  replacement 
level  of  2.1  over  the  1 1  years  from  1986  to  1996.  Though  there  were  some  fluctuations 
from  year  to  year,  the  TFR  decreased  only  slightly  from  1.82  births  per  woman  in  1986 
to  1.76  births  per  woman  in  1996.  In  the  same  time  period,  the  mean  age  of  fertility 
increased  from  27.17  to  27.92  years  of  age  in  1996. 

To  obtain  the  number  of  births  for  each  projection  year,  age-specific  fertility  rates 
(ASFRs)  were  modeled.  A  four  parameter  model  of  the  Pearson  Type  III  curve  was 
applied  to  the  empirical  fertility  distributions  to  derive  the  ASFRs  (Verma,  Loh,  Dai  and 
Ford,  1994;  Verma  and  Ford,  1992).  The  four  parameters  of  the  Pearson  Type  III  curve 
are  the  TFR,  the  mean  age  of  fertility  (the  first  moment),  the  variance  (the  second 
moment),  and  the  third  moment  (or  skew)  about  the  mean  of  the  fertility  distribution.  To 
keep  the  model  simple,  as  Statistics  Canada  did  in  the  national  population  projections, 
the  constant,  the  variance  and  the  third  moment  were  assumed  to  remain  unchanged 
over  the  projection  period.  These  were  estimated  as  the  average  of  the  three  most 
recent  three  years:  1994,  1995  and  1996.  Therefore,  trends  were  required  for  only  two 
parameters,  the  TFR  and  the  mean  age. 

The  three  fertility  assumptions  for  Alberta  (high,  medium  and  low)  from  the  national 
projections  by  Statistics  Canada  were  adopted  in  the  current  projections  with  some 
modification.  The  rationale  for  these  assumptions  is  presented  in  the  national 
projections  documents  (Verma,  Loh,  Dai  and  Ford,  1994;  George,  Norris,  Nault,  Loh 
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and  Dai,  1994).  Specifically,  for  the  medium  fertility  assumption  the  most  recent  TFR 
was  assumed  to  remain  constant  during  the  projection  period.  For  the  high  and  low 
assumptions,  the  values  of  TFR  for  Alberta  in  the  national  projections  were 
proportionally  adjusted  to  account  for  different  base  populations  and  base  years.  The 
adjustment  factor  1 .76/1 .88  was  used.  The  numerator  is  the  TFR  observed  in  1996  and 
the  denominator  is  the  TFR  used  in  the  medium  assumption  for  Alberta  in  the  national 
projections.  The  same  method  was  applied  to  the  mean  age  of  fertility  projections.  The 
results  are  shown  in  Figures  2  and  3.

It  was  assumed  that  regional  fertility  patterns  would  follow  the  provincial  pattern  during 
the  projection  period.  Regional  TFRs  and  mean  ages  of  fertility  were  estimated  as  the 
ratios  of  these  values  for  the  region  to  the  province.  However,  the  Northwestern  health 
region  was  an  exception.  The  TFR  for  this  region  was  the  highest  among  all  regions 
and  remained  high  over  all  of  the  past  11  years  (the  highest  value  was  3.80  in  1995 
and  the  lowest  was  3.27  In  1988).  The  fertility  model  may  not  be  appropriate  for  this 
region  because,  according  to  the  demographic  transition  theory  (Matras,  1973; 
Petersen,  1972),  the  high  fertility  rate  should  decline  after  a  time  lag  given  the  relatively 
low  mortality  rates  during  the  same  time  period.  Given  the  similarity  in  socioeconomic 
conditions  and  population  structure  between  the  Keeweetinok  and  Northwestern  health 
regions  (Parakulam  and  Jin,  1997),  it  was  assumed  that  the  TFR  for  the  Northwestern 
health  region  would  be  as  same  as  that  for  the  Keeweetinok  health  region  at  the  end  of 
the  projection  period  for  the  medium  fertility  assumption.  The  TFR  under  the  high  and 
low  assumptions  were  also  adjusted  accordingly.  Finally,  the  mean  age  of  fertility  for 
the  Northwestern  health  region  was  assumed  remain  constant  at  1996  levels. 


Albertans  enjoy  one  of  the  better  life  expectancies  in  the  world.  Although  the  overall 
mortality  rate  was  already  quite  low  in  Alberta,  it  decreased  continuously  over  the  1 1 
years  from  1986  to  1996.  As  a  consequence,  life  expectancy  increased.  Thus,  life 
expectancy  at  birth  increased  from  73.92  in  1986  to  75.95  in  1996  for  males  and  from 
80.05  to  81 .42  for  females.  Figure  4  shows  these  gains.

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The  Lee-Carter  model  (Lee  &  Carter,  1992)  was  selected  to  model  changes  in  age- 
specific  death  rates.  It  involves  the  equation:

For  the  current  model,  a^  was  set  equal  to  the  logarithm  of  the  1986-1996  average 
age-specific  death  rates  separately  for  each  sex.  The  b^  series  determines  the  rate 
of  mortality  change  at  each  age.  It  is  set  to  distribute  the  decrease  in  death  rate  by  age 
according  to  the  age-specific  rates  observed  over  the  1 986-1 996  period  for  both  sexes 
independently.  The  are  calculated  to  yield  the  best  linear  fit  of  the  model  over  the 
time  period  1986-1996,  also  for  each  sex  independently.  Projections  are  developed  by 
extrapolating  trends  in  the  parameter.  The  projected  life  expectancy  at  birth  by  sex 
calculated  from  the  projected  age-specific  death  rates  is  shown  in  Figure  5  (with  95% 
confidence  intervals).

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Since  life  expectancy  differs  across  health  regions,  separate  mortality  projections  were 
necessary  for  each  region.  Again,  ratios  of  the  death  rates  for  a  region  to  the  provincial 
death  rate  for  each  age  group  and  sex  were  developed.  A  model  similar  to  the  one 
discussed  above  was  then  applied  to  these  ratios.  The  age-specific  death  rates  for 
each  region  were  then  adjusted  by  multiplying  the  projected  provincial  rates  by  these 
modeled  ratios.  A  more  detailed  description  of  these  methods  is  available  in  a  separate 
report.  Due  to  the  already  very  low  mortality  and  the  small  changes  in  projected 
mortality,  only  one  mortality  assumption  was  selected  for  the  current  projections. 

Migration 

Migration  is  the  most  volatile  component  of  population  growth.  It  varies  substantially 
from  year  to  year  and  is  strongly  affected  by  economic  conditions.  Figure  6  shows  net 
migration  for  Alberta  over  the  past  two  decades.  During  the  oil  boom  period  in  the  late 
1970s  and  early  1980s,  Alberta  gained  more  than  50,000  persons  from  migration.  After 
the  oil  boom  period,  Alberta  started  to  lose  population.  Although  Alberta  gained  about 
12,000  population  during  the  recession  in  the  early  1990s,  this  was  mainly  from 
international  migration.

Because  of  this  volatility,  external  migration  assumptions  for  Alberta  were  taken  from 
the  Canadian  national  projections  (George,  Norris,  Nault,  Loh  and  Dai,  1994).  These 
assumptions  are  shown  in  Figure  7.  (It  should  be  noted  that  the  figures  for  actual 
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migration  presented  in  Figure  7  were  derived  from  AHCIP  files  and  differ  slightly  from 

those  shown  in  Figure  6).

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While  all  three  assumptions  were  examined,  the  high  migration  assumption  was  judged 
most  likely  because  of  the  recent  strong  economic  performance  of  Alberta  (Figure  8).

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The  problem  remained  to  allocate  migrants  to  region  by  age  and  sex  categories,  and,  if 
possible,  to  account  for  inter-regional  migration  patterns.  Net  migration  figures  for  the 
province  and  for  each  health  region  for  the  period  1987  to  1996  were  calculated  for 
each  age  and  sex  category  separately  using  the  equation  below: 

NM  =  (P,-P,)-{B-D) 

where 

NM  is  net  migration, 

Pt  is  the  population  at  the  end  of  a  year, 

Po  is  the  population  at  the  beginning  of  a  year, 

B  is  the  number  of  live  births  occurred  within  that  year,  and 

D  is  the  number  of  deaths  occurred  within  that  year. 

The  pattern  of  migration  was  then  modeled  by  a  series  of  successive  singular  value 
decompositions  (Lee  &  Carter,  1992)  which  are  discussed  in  detail  in  a  separate  report. 
Briefly,  components  for  external  migration  to  the  province  were  modeled  and  then 
allocated  to  regions  in  proportion  to  their  population.  Then  the  differences  between 
these  allocations  and  the  actual  figures  derived  at  a  regional  level  from  the  equation 
were  separately  modeled  to  account  for  inter-regional  migration  patterns.  The 
combination  of  these  two  sub-models  was  then  used  to  allocate  the  projected  migration 
figures  to  regions  by  age  and  sex  category. 

Two  major  uncertainties  remained  from  this  procedure.  First,  there  has  been  a  recent 
migration  trend  to  the  Calgary  Health  Region  and  away  from  the  Capital  Health  Region. 
In  view  of  Alberta's  recent  economic  performance,  it  was  judged  that  this  trend  would 
gradually  subside  and  the  migration  projections  reflect  this  assumption.  Second,  there 
has  been  very  limited  recent  migration  to  the  Northern  Lights  Health  region  (which 
contains  Fort  McMurray  and  its  oil  sands  developments).  In  light  of  the  recent 
announcement  of  significant  future  oil  sands  development  over  the  next  decade,  the 
migration  trend  was  increased  for  this  region.  Neither  of  these  adjustments  were  made 
with  great  confidence,  and  for  these  regions,  periodic  adjustments  in  the  migration 
component  of  the  population  projections  may  well  be  required. 


III.  RESULTS 

This  section  summarizes  the  population  projections  based  on  the  projection  scenario 
combining  medium  mortality,  medium  fertility  and  high  migration  assumptions.  This 
scenario  is  the  one  judged  most  likely  to  occur  and  is  the  one  for  which  detailed  region 
by  age  by  sex  by  year  figures  are  available  in  the  accompanying  computer  database. 
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Table  1  shows  the  actual  total  population  in  1996,  the  projected  total  population  in  2016 
and  the  average  annual  growth  rate  over  the  period  for  Alberta  and  each  region.

The  Alberta  population  is  projected  to  increase  by  36.7%  from  2.74  million  in  1996  to 
3.75  million  in  2016  with  an  average  growth  rate  of  1.6%  per  annum.  Although  all 
regional  populations  will  increase  over  the  next  20  years,  the  average  annual  growth 
rate  varies  considerably.  The  fastest  growth  is  projected  for  the  Northern  Lights  Health 
Region  (but  this  projection  is  subject  to  caveats  mentioned  above),  while  the  lowest 
growth  is  projected  for  the  East  Central  Health  Region.  If  these  growth  rates  are 
accurate,  the  population  will  be  doubled  in  44.7  years  for  Alberta,  17.3  years  for 
Northern  Lights  and  163.7  years  for  the  East  Central  region. 

Figures  9  and  10  show  that  the  age  structure  of  the  Alberta  population  will  change  over 
the  next  two  decades.  Figure  9  shows  that,  on  one  hand,  the  child  age  dependency 
ratio  will  decrease  from  34.3%  in  1996  to  26.6%  in  2016,  while  on  the  other  hand,  the 
old  age  dependency  ratio  will  increase  from  14.9%  to  19.8%.  Figure  10  shows  that  the 
median  age  of  the  population  will  increase  by  4  years  from  32.9  to  36.9  for  Alberta  as  a 
whole.  Regional  data  are  included  in  the  projection  database.

Clearly,  issues  surrounding  an  aging  population  will  become  increasingly  important 
through  the  next  two  decades  in  Alberta.  Thus  the  population  aged  65  years  and  over 
will  grow  from  0.27  million  in  1996  to  more  than  half  a  million  in  2016. 
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IV,  USING  POPULATION  PROJECTIONS 


As  indicated  earlier,  the  current  report  is  being  distributed  with  an  electronic  version  of 
the  full  set  of  projections  for  Alberta  and  its  Health  Regions.  The  projections  are 
accessible  from  an  easy-to-use  Access  application  which  is  separately  documented.  All 
figures  may  be  exported  into  formats  suitable  for  further  data  analysis.  There  are 
certain  caveats  that  need  to  be  attached  to  the  use  of  these  projection  figures, 
however. 

For  effective  use  of  the  current  population  projections,  the  implications  of  using  the 
AHCIP  Registry  must  be  considered.  The  population  under  consideration  is  the 
population  of  individuals  registered  to  receive  Health  Care  in  the  Province  of  Alberta. 
This  does  not  include  certain  individuals  living  in  Alberta  whose  health  care  coverage  is 
provided  directly  by  the  Federal  Government  (such  as  RCMP  and  Military  personnel 
and  their  dependents).  It  also  does  not  include  individuals  who  have,  for  a  variety  of 
reasons,  not  yet  registered  with  ACHIP.  It  does,  however,  include  individuals  who 
maintain  a  legal  residency  in  Alberta  but  may  spend  substantial  periods  of  time  in  a 
year  outside  of  the  province.  As  a  result,  the  population  enumerated  under  the 
Canadian  Census  may  differ  from  that  considered  here. 

It  should  also  be  clearly  understood  that  the  current  projections  relate  to  Regional 
Health  Authority  boundaries  in  effect  until  April  1,  1998.  Adjustments  to  the  projection 
populations  are  required  to  reflect  recent  boundary  adjustments.  These  are  currently 
being  prepared. 

A  single  scenario  has  been  presented  in  the  current  population  projections.  It  combines 
medium  assumptions  for  fertility  and  mortality  projections  with  a  high  assumption  for 
migration.  There  is  little  doubt  that  Alberta  is  currently  experiencing  an  influx  of 
migrants  corresponding  to  the  high  migration  scenaho.  This  trend  can  be  expected  to 
continue  into  the  short  term  future.  However,  for  longer  horizons,  fluctuations  in  the 
economy  can  be  expected  and  it  may  be  more  prudent  to  utilize  a  combined  high  and 
medium  migration  scenario  for  long  term  economic  projections.  For  this  purpose,  an 
alternate  scenario  is  being  prepared. 

Plans  for  future  Population  Projection  projects  include  the  following  activities. 

1 .  The  future  analysis  schedule  consists  of  periodic  update  reports  on  a  yearly 
schedule  (or  more  frequently  if  required).  These  reports  will  note  the 
accuracy  of  the  projection  model  as  population  figures  become  available, 
offer  adjustments  to  the  projections  for  special  purposes  or  in  response  to 
special  circumstances  (such  as  boundary  changes  or  unusual  migration 
patterns),  and  note  the  availability  of  projections  on  alternative  population 
projection  scenarios.  Major  revisions  will  be  produced  as  required  but  are 
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scheduled  to  occur  every  5  years.  The  intention  for  these  major  revisions  is  to 
re-solve  the  full  model  in  light  of  available  historical  data  as  it  accumulates 
and  to  extend  the  horizon  of  the  projections  for  a  further  five  years. 

2.  The  first  update  will  include  revisions  to  account  for  recent  boundary 
changes,  data  on  the  performance  of  the  projections  for  1997,  and  a  version 
of  the  projections  to  support  long  horizon  economic  planning  based  upon 
more  conservative  migration  scenarios. 

3.  The  tools  do  exist  to  generate  projections  based  upon  additional  alternative 
scenarios  as  these  are  requested  or  required.  The  current  intention  is  to  work 
collaboratively  with  stakeholders  to  meet  requests  of  this  type.  Any  such 
alternative  projections  would  be  released  as  special  reports  specifically 
noting  their  purpose.  The  availability  of  these  special  reports  will  be 
announced  in  the  periodic  updates. 
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Glossary 


Average  annual  growth  rate  refers  to  the  gro>A^h  rate  per  100  population  per  annum 
during  a  period  of  time.

Child  age  dependency  ratio  represents  the  ratio  of  the  child  population  aged  0  to  14  to 
the  forking  age"  population  aged  15  to  64,  expressed  as  per  100.
